Sydney City maintained the most selective 
recruiting policy in Australian soccer by 
buying West Adelaide striker John Kosmina 


for more than $20,000 last week. 


He will move from Adelaide 
to Sydney on 1 December. 

Kosmina will join Mark 
Trenter and Ken Boden in 
Sydney City’s attack. 

This will involve coach 
Eddie Thomson changing the 
team's style of play, as Thom- 
son had only two strikers in 
1980. 

Although Kosmina has not 
been in great form this year, 
he should prove as good a buy 
as Ken Boden, who switched 
from Newcastle at the start of 
1980 from Newcastle United 
where he won the 1978 Austral- 
ian Player of the Year award. 

Another shrewd acquisition 
about the same time was John 
Spanos from Morley Wind- 
mills (WA). Spanos won the 
1980 Australian Under 2] 
Player of the Year award, and 
was named Sydney City’s 
player of the year last week. 

He now is on tour with the 
national] squad. 

Kosmina spent the 1978 
season with Arsenal in the 
English First Division, playing 
a few senior games but spen- 
ding most of the time on the 
Dench or in the club's second 
team. 

Arsenal manager Terry 
Neill signed Kosmina after 
watching him play for Aust- 
ralia against Arsenal, Red 
Star and Celtic in the ‘World 
of Soccer” series of 1977. 

Kosmina is a product of 
South Australian State League 
club Polonia, from where he 
joined West Adelaide for the 
start of the PSL in 1977, 

He made his debut in the

He has played 37 games for 
Australia, including 21 full 
internationals, and he has 
scored 12 Socceroo goals, in- 
cluding six in World Cup 
pames.

A few players probably wilf 
leave Sydney City during the 
off-season. Among them is 
striker Terry Smith, who has 
been given permission to nego- 
uiate with other clubs. Sydney 
Croatia is said to be inter- 
ested. 

Sydney City has signed de- 
fender Mike Lynch, a member 
of the national youth squad, 
who plays for Tricolore.

Total Philips League crowds for 
1980 dropped by 109.502, or 14% 
since last season, on figures publish- 
ed weekly in the Press. 


And the 1979 total figure was 12.394 less than 
the 1978 record of 790,852, 


Over the past two years therefore, there 
has been a drop on 121,896 or 15.4% 


The figures are not precise as in most cases, clubs do 
not make attendance figures available to the Press on 
match days. 


So the figures we use are mostly estimates by report- 
ers at the game. If they are not 100% accurate, they do 
however reflect the trends from year to year. 


It is because of the alarming downturn in attend- 
ances that the Philips League and the Australian Soccer 
Federation have turned their attention to marketing. 


The introduction of summer soccer, the addition of 
strongly-supported clubs Makedonia and Olympic to the 
PSL and the return of television coverage should help 
revive public interest next season. 


If not, clubs will find it increasingly difficult to main- 
tain the level of competition that now is represented by 
the PSL. With less money coming through the gates, 
team expenditure has to be cut. 


Most PSL clubs finished 1980 deeply in the red. Adel- 
aide City was the only club open enought to call a meeting 
of creditors to explain the position and put forward a 
repayment plan. 


Sydney City and St. George, both supported poorly at 
the gates, are subsidised heavily by their social clubs but 
Brisbane Lions, Footscray J.U.S.T., Brisbane City and 
others do not have such luxuries. 


If new marketing initiatives fail to fan interest in the 
league, and in the less fashionable clubs, many must 
make the decision to tighten their belts drastically or 
face financial ruin. 


Newcastle United remains the most popular club in the 
league, even though its total attendance in 1980 was a dis- 
astrous 50,907 lower than in 1979, on Press figures. 


But even the 1980 total of 82,233 was almost 20,000 more 
than that of the second-most popular club, Marconi. 


Adelaide City has lost more than 47,000 since its high of 
1977 and both Brisbane clubs have lost almost half the 
support they had in 1977, the first year of the league.

Whenever an influential 
person would take over at Ju- 
ventus there was always too 
many people ready to point to 
a fault and say that the person 
in charge can’t do the job prop- 
erly: ‘ee ’ 


_ I can look back upon my 
Seven years at Juve and see 


~ how many people have been 


associated with the club. 


The turnover is tremendous 
and the people fall into two 
basic categories. 


There are those who get to 
the top, are torn to ribbons and 
never come back but there are 
others who stay and keep 
trying to help the club. 


My brother John and I 
joined Juve at the start of 1972 
from Metro Second Division 
side Waverley. 


I joined Waverley when 1 
was nine years old and I 
played in the under-l4’s be- 
cause the club couldn't field 
any lower aged team 


I was runner-up in the best 
and fairest award for that year 
and the following season Wa- 
verley fielded an under-12 
team in which I played. 


Playing with much older 
boys didn’t do me any harm. I 
learned that soccer wasn’t all 
skill and flair. 

But junior soccer was poorly 
organised in those days. 


The Waverley junior teams 
were run by parents and a 
couple of enthusiastic com- 
mittee members. More often 
than not we played with seven 
or eight players. 


The standard was quite good 
but coaching was non-existent. 


Coaches were more like 
supervisors and 1 didn't Jearn 
much until my representative 
experiences with the State ju- 
niors. 

I played for Victoria for 


three years in the under-14’s, 
the last two years under Bill 
Curran. My two years at 
under-16 level also were under 
Curran and he was the first 
coach I had. 


I was impressed with his at- 
titude to the game. 


He had the right approach to 
selecting his squad and his 
style of training was more in 
keeping with some of the 
things that happen at senior 
level. We worked on set piece 
situations and played a lot of 
one or two-touch games. 


I played for a year with Wa- 
verley seniors before Juve 
showed interest in John and 
me. 

We joined Juventus together 
and played about six or seven 
games in the reserves before 
getting into the firsts. 


It was a very big jump for 
me because the training, 
coaching and attitude of the 
club was so different from Wa- 
verley. 


Late in 1972 Bobby Thomson 
became player/coach. 


It’s not easy for juniors to 
quickly move inte senior 
soccer and John and I were 
heavily criticised at times. 


But Thomson gave us con- 
fidence and it was very im- 
portant to have his backing. 


There's been a lot of in- 
fighting at Juve in the 70's 


The players were always 
aware of what was going on 
but we weren’t too concerned 
with the turmoil. We were 
mainly interested in playing. 

I joined Juventus when the 
club was on the decline. 


When Juve won everything 
in 1970 it did so at great ex- 
pense and incurred big finan- 


- cial problems.

Playing in next year's PSL 
is the realisation of one of my 
main aims. I felt that I should 
havé given the PSL a go from 
its inception in 1977 and I tried 
to leave Juve but my transfer 
fee was prohibitive. 


My short term aim at 
present is to establish myself 
as a first team regular with 
Makedonia in 1981. After I get 
the feel of the PSL I'll be able 
to ain higher.

During a West Ad- 
elaide media night 
three days before the 
start of the 1980 sea- 
son, a journalist 
asked Gerry Chaldi if 
the club was capable 
of winning the 
Philips League 
championship. 

Chaldi hesitated for a8 
moment and retorted: “‘l will 
tell you after Sunday.” 

Chaldi never answered that 
question, but it was apparent 
after the season-opener 1-1 
draw with Newcastle that 
West Adelaide would not 
repeat its 1978 title success. 


Indeed, when Gary Cole 
slammed a first-half hat-trick 
a week later in a 4-2 Heidel- 
berg win, followed by a 7-0 
Sydney City mauling, it was 
painfully abvious that West 
would face a relegation crisis. 


West's problems really 
began on that media night. 

In the presence of half of Ad- 
elaide’s soccer media, Chaldi 
took midfielder Garrie Dooley 
to a corner and had a hushed 
and stern conversation with 
him, 

Nobody quite knew what to 
make of it, but within three 
days Dooley had left the club. 


Dynamic midfielder Peter 
Boyle followed two weeks 
later to join another Chaldi 
victim, Con Kambas, at State 
league team Port Adelaide. 


So, with three hefty swings 
of the axe, Chaldi made the 
changes he thought were nec- 


essary. 

But the truth is that in his 
endeavour to rid the team of 
players he believed would 
hamper his own plans he 
simply moved too quickly. He 
dropped players before getting 
adequate replacements. 

Case in point, Rale Rasic 
would never have axed Jimbo 
Muir had he not bought David 


Jones or another similar de- 
fender. 

The loss of Kambas and 
Boyle was a savage blow to 
West’s stability. 

Despite his short-comings, 
Kambas was probably the 
single most important 
member of the defence while 
many observers believed 
Boyle filled that role in mid- 
field. 


Of course Chaldi was not 
helped by the unexpected de- 
parture of David Jones to Ad- 
elaide City and a severe ankle 
injury to Barry Reynolds 
which kept him out for the 
entire season. That meant that 
with the exception of Vic Bo- 
zanic and Martyn Crook, the 
defence was completely re- 
shaped. 


With so many changes, 
some of which were simply 
forced on Chaldi, it always 
was going to be a difficult sea- 
son.

“Official of the Year’’ awards would have been a more 
appropriate title for the gala Press dinner at Sydney’s 


Menzies Hotel. 


Officials were there in abundance, but you could count the 
players on the fingers of one hand. 


The Pressmen themselves were most disappointed. 
After all, these presentations — the fourth since the PSL,started in IOP 
were introduced for the players, not the officials. 


Yet 1 saw only Jim Her- 
miston of Brisbane Lions, 
Gary Cole and Jimmy 
Rooney of Heidelberg and 
a table of Sydney. City 
players. 


There wasn’t a single 
player from Marconi, the 
Philips Cup winner, nor 
from APIA, Canberra, 
West Adelaide, Adelaide 
City, Footscray, New- 
castle, St. George, Black- 
town , South Melbourne or 
Brisbane City. 


It turned out to be a 
night for the bosses, not 
for the players. 


Yet J remember the first 
of these Press nights, at 
Melbourne’s Hilton Hotel, 
in 1977, when players from 
all over Australia were 
there. 


What’s happened since? 
If the bosses are pushing 
out the players, the next 
step will be that they will 
push out the men who 
made these awards pos- 
sible in the first place — 
the Pressmen themselves! 


The painful fact is that 
the night at the Menzies 
was flat, dull and uninspi- 
ring. 

The Prime Minister, 
who was guest of honor, 
deserved better. At least 
he should have been given 
the chance to meet a few 
players!

Player of the Year and his 
speech was a_ delight. 
That's what the Press 
wanted — color, some- 
thing to write about. John

Ajax was without Grant

Their absence was an indic- 
ation of the importance both 
camps placed upon this match. 

Croatia and Ajax had little 
to play for and produced less. 

Croatia didn’t have to work 
hard for its 4-0 win and Blasby 
and young Keenan provided 
some of the more interesting 
moments in an easily forget- 
table encounter. 

Blasby sat nonchalantly 
upon the reserve bench until 
half way through the second 
half.

If a proud history 
ever becomes the 
prime criterion for 
success, Victorian 
PSL club South 
Melbourne Hellas 
will be one of the 

| top teams in Aust- 
ralia every soccer 
season. 


But the reality of 
success is steeped in the 
performances of the 
present and after the 
near disastrous season of 
1979 Hellas has risen 
dramatically to grab 
third place on the 1980 
PSL ladder. 

Coach John Margaritis has 
gained great prestige for 
being at the helm of Hellas’s 
rise from the dead by win- 
ning the Australian Soccer 
Press Association’s Coach of 
the Year award at the recent 
annual presentation night in 
Sydney. 

Margaritis beat a well 
credentialled field of con- 
testants and his win repre- 
sented Press acknowledg- 
ement of the effort involved 
in coaching a side whose 
morale was in tatters after 
finishing last in the 1979 PSL 
race. 

The Tony Turner affair 
robbed Hellas of its team 
spirit, according to club 
president Sam Papasavas, a 
Melbourne City Councillor. 

} Turner played in the open- 
ing games but the PSL ruled 
he was ineligible to play and 
Hellas Jost the points ac- 
cumulated before the PSL 

) ruling and slumped to last 
place om the ladder. 

“After the Turner affair 
things went against us,”’ said 
Papasavas. 

“Our morale was low on 
and off the field and once 
this develops you start to act 

} like a loser,” he continued. 

“The players could have 
done better bui they were up 
against it once they lost their 
confidence. 

“We had the talent but 
they just didn’t produce." 

Talent is a word syno- 
nymous with the history of 

' Hellas, Indeed, few clubs 
could boast the name players 

which have worn the blue 

and white of Hellas over the 
past 20 years or more. 

Heading Hellas’s talent 
list Is the great Con Nest- 
oridis, the finest striker 
Greece has 
the war and a star with AEK 
and the Greek national 
team. 

In 1966 Nestoridis joined 
) Hellas at the age of 37 and 
crowds immediately doub- 
led. 

Present coach Margaritis 
came to Hellas as a player 
with a fine reputation which 
| he certainly justified. 

Jim Adam, who coached 
Sydney Olympic this year, 
was another Hellas great. 
He joined the club after 
stints with Luton Town, 
Aston Villa and Stoke City. 

But pride of place must go 

to the long serving stars, the 
players who were stalwarts 
‘over many years. 

These include present-day 
| Morwell Falcons players 
1 Steve Walker and Jimmy 

Armstrong. 
| Another was Ernie Acker- 
| Jey, a great forward who 

joined from England in 1964 

and played with Hellas for 

about seven years. 

John Bedford was Hellas’s 
longest serving player with 
well over 500 games, many 
as club captain. 

Bedford was a _ long- 
serving State player, as 
were Armstrong, Walker, 
Dave Gorrie, Mike Manda- 
lis, Jimmy Pyrgolios, Jim 
Mantarakis and Peter 
Bourne. 


That tough and con- 
troversiat defender Taki 
Xanthopoulos played for 
Hellas before joining Alex- 
ander. 


Andreas Roussis gave dis- 
tinguished service after join- 
ing from Greek club Apollon 
and of course there was the 
elegant midfield general 
Boulis Kamborepoules. 


In earlier years Hellas 
was best served by Tony 
Hatzielefthericu, George 
Papadopoulos, John Tsola- 
i kis, Stratos Kalogoros,

In the 70's the great Jim 
Mackay gave fine service to 
Hellas, Victoria and Austra- 


ia. 

These players and many 
more have played their part 
in making Hellas the most 
successful club in Victoria. 

But soccer is based on re- 
sults, not history and the 
men responsible for this sea- 
son's amazing revival are 
the stars of the present and 
perhaps the future. 

Margaritis took some time 
before settling on the tried 
and trusted 43-3 formation 
which brought Hellas out of 
the doldrums in 1980. 

The only two new signings 
were Vince Bannon from 
Victorian State League club 
Frankston and Branko Bulje- 
vic from Heidelberg United. 

Bannon must rate as the 
one of the buys of the season. 


His consistency has been 
instrumental! in Hellas tight- 
ening the gaps which led to 
giving away so many soft 
goals last year. 


Bannon is a fine ball 
winner but he is most im- 
pressive when space opens 
up ahead. He is quick to push 
forward and he has been one 
of Hellas’s best attacking ve- 
hicles wide on the right. 


Buljevic is one of the best 
finishers in the PSL. 


His work rate often has 
come under criticism but his 
distribution and ball skill can 
change the complexion of a 
game in an instant. 


The switch of Bertie 
Lutton to sweeper has 
proved extremely effective. 


Lutton reads play well and 
his viston and -distribution 
are first class. His con- 
sistency if the sweeper’s 
role has been another factor 
instrumental in Hellas’s 
stability at the back through- 
out the league season. 


Arthur Xanthopoulos had 
a great future in Australian 
soccer a couple of years ago 
but his return to the first 
team in 1980 was criticised 
by some members of the 
Press. 


He can be in trouble 
against a striker who turns 
well on the ball but he has 
been very solid this season 
and a perfect foil for the sty- 
lish Lutton. Xanthopoulos 
and Lutton have given Hellas 
its most stable central de- 
fensive combination since 
the inception of the PSL. 


Jn Alan Davidson Hellas 
has one of the most skilful 
left backs in the land. 


Davidson is so assured and 
calm under pressure that he 
is a major boon to Hellas’s 
back four. 


Earlier this year he 
tagged Gary Cole in a league 
game at Olympic Park. 


Davidson not only took 
Cole out of the game but he 
also found time to surge for- 
ward and build up attacking 
moves. 


Peter Laumets in the 
Hellas goal gets little recog- 
nition but he always has been 
brimful of potential. 


Since moving to Hellas he 
has represented Victoria and 
Australia and he has estab- 
lished himself as Hellas’s 
regular first team keeper 
this year. 


In midfield Hellas boasts 
Billy Rogers, George Christ- 
opoulos and George Camp- 
bell. 


\ 

Former Wolves player 
Sammy Wright has battled 
for a regular first team 
berth but if current form is a 
valid indicator of his ability 
then his ommission means 
Hellas has enormous depth 
in this area. 


Rogers is at his best when 
ghosting into forward posi- 
tions, usually at the far post, 
for crosses. He is ex- 
ceptional in the air, his work 
rate is commendable and he 
is a real fighter. 


Christopoulos strikes me 
as a moody player. This year 
he has on occasion shown 
more fight and aggressive- 
ness than usual and his 
fierce shooting has given 
Hellas an added avenue to 
goal. 


Many superlatives have 
been used to describe the dy- 
namic George Campbell. 


His diminutive frame ear- 
marks him as a crowd favor- 
ite immediately but he has 
proven their assessment 
with a series of brilliant per- 
formances this year. 


There can be no accolades 
heaped upon Campbell as fit- 
ting as the acknowledgement 
of his effort in recovering 
from a broken leg to come 
back and perform so well. 


It’s a testament to his pro- 
fessionalism and his love of 
the game. 

Up front Hellas was look- 
ing to the Alun Evans, 
Duncan Cummings, Buljevic 
partnership to reap rewards 
this year. 

Evans temporarily lost his 
club captaincy earlier in the 
season for gesturing to the 
Hellas supporters who were 
heckling him during a league 
game at Middle Park. 

His gesture was indicative 
of his frustration on the day. 
He was playing well in an 
unaccustomed role as mid- 
field playmaker. However 
the crowd expected more of 
their captain, a cross anyone 
who has graced Anfield, the 
famous home of England's 
premier club side Liverpool, 
has to bear. 

Evans came here with a 
justified reputation as a top- 
class striker, not a top-class 
midfielder. 
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Hellas has a record of ex- 
cellence in Victorian soccer.

‘The PSL must have a 
solid basis for the future and 
a strong State League will 
benefit Australian soccer in 
general,’ Papasavas said. 


Hellas is embarking on an 
important decade. 


The 70’s were kind to the 
club at first but the failure of 
1979 is a shadow which only 
can be shaken off by success 
in the 80's. To this end Hellas 
is embarking upon an ambi- 
tious marketing plan under 
the guidance of former first 
team coach Dave Maclaren. 


“Dave has an intimate 
knowledge of the game,” 
said Papasavas. 


“He no longer wants to 
coach but he would rather 
sell the game and sell Hellas 
to the soccer public. 

‘We are entering a new 
era in which we will be 
aiming for really big crowds 
and new sponsors. 

“TV exposure and an ag- 
gressive marketing ap- 
proach will lead to a stable 
and successful Hellas in the 
80's’’. 

Certainly Hellas is a club 
with a successful history and 
supporters will expect little 
else in the. 80's. 

The PSL has been in oper- 
ation for four seasons and 
Hellas is yet to win a major 
honor. 

A repeat of this season's 
dramatic rise would give the 
club the glory to which it 
once was accustomed and 
partially satisfy the hunger 
of supporters,

The handful of fans who braved 
Melbourne's inclement weather to 
watch Croatia and Ajax bow out of 
the Victoria Cup last week were trea- 
ted to 30 minutes of magic from 18 
year old Brian Keenan who replaced 
Croatia striker Ned Batinovic in the 
60th minute.

Irish Soccer star George 
Best is in trouble again — this 
time with the taxman. 

The Inland Revenue claim 
the 33-year-old former super- 
star owes them 17,000 pounds, 
and a bankruptcy notice has 
been issued against him 
through the London Bank- 
ruptcy Court. 

But Best is thought to be far 
from broke. Though he admits 
he was “ripped off'’ over a 
number of business deals early 
in his career, he has big inter- 
ests in a bar near Los Angeles 
and in a Manchester club. 

The former Manchester 
United and Northern Ireland 
striker said yesterday in Edin- 
burgh, where he was playing 
his last game for Scottish First 
Division club Hibernian: ‘‘It’s 
the first I've heard of it. I 
leave all these matters in my 
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Wherever football 

enthusiasts get to- 
gether, the question 
‘Was football played 
better in former 
days?’ is often 
heatedly discussed — 
in all languages. A 
nostalgic ‘‘Yes’’ 
mostly triumphs 
among the older gan- 
eration. 
_ Yet the question can 
be specifically clarified. 
No, football is played 
better now than 
decades ago. 


It is incredibly easy to find 
proof for this. If, for instance, 
the great runner Nurmi would 
perform today with his former 
world record, he would be 
defeated even by the juniors; 
he would no longer be a par- 
ticipant in the Olympics. 

The record times are a valid 
proof of this, 

Another example: the 
former world-famous swim- 
mers of Weissmueller’s level 
with their world record times 
of those days would even be 
beaten by the young female 
champion swimmers of today! 
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Or vice versa: Today's 
record-holding female sprint- 
ers for 100 metres are faster 
than their male counterparts 
of the twenties. 

The 1976 Olympic champion 
Annegret Richter would beat 
the Olympic champion of 1910, 
Archie Han, with her present 
times. 

The female Olympic 
champions in high jump of 1972 
and 1976 jumped higher than 
the male Olympic victor in 
1908. These are only a few 
random examples. 

Referring again to the great 
Finnish phenomenon in run- 
ning, Nurmi, my opinion is 
confirmed in Helmut Shoen’s 
book where he explains why 
people didn’t play better in 
former days. 

And Schoen knows from his 
own experience aS a great 
national player of the thirties 
(15 goals in 16 international 
matches} and after the war as 
Germany's most successful 
national coach after Herber- 
ger and till 1978. 

Nowadays, one runs and

in modern football as today’s 
elite. 

Football as a game has de- 
veloped incomparably on all 
sides. Each player must be a 
fit athlete. If Nurmi lived 
today as a 25-year-old, his 
unique gift as a long-distance 
runner would develop just as it 
did then though with quite a 
different training method of 
tough athletic drill. And 
Nurmi would again be a 
runner beating all the com- 
petitors and many minutes 
faster than in 1928 

When talking about relat- 
ivity we refer to Einstein. 

In relation to their time, the 
big stars would always be the 
big stars. 

In the case of runners, 
swimmers etc. this can be 
checked on one’s watch. 

On the other hand, the 
modern Olympic winner in 5, 
000 metres would also have 
been excellent in Nurmi’s days 
with the old training of Nur- 
mi's. 

Let us advance one decisive 
point of view: today’s football 
demands a lot more from the 
players than the game of yore. 
This gives rise to the much de- 
bated question whether one 
used to play better football 
than nowadays. 


The so-called ‘‘W’’ system 
prevailing soon after the first 
World War meant a revolution- 
ary variant: ““W"’ because the 
inside players stood slightly 
behind the centre forwards 
and both wingers. 

However, the new off-side 
law in 1925 was revolutionary 
in changing and increasing the 
importance of the tactical 
basis, the team technique of 
football. 

The inside players recede 
even more. 


To be more accurate, the 
centre forward, who only had 
two players in front of him 
now so as not to stand in off- 
side, had a bigger sphere of ac- 
tivities and could easily pene- 
trate forward to the goal. 

This is how the ‘‘centre for- 
ward tank” was born. 


o"o*a"eTeT eee a" 
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As “‘tanks’’ the British, 
Dean and Dreake, the Scot, 
Gallacher became the fear of 
the defence. This made the 
latter become stronger, i.e. by 
tightening the loosened chains 
of the off-side law. The centre 
back appeared: the centre half 
who was formerly offensive, 
retreated among the defence 
in order to stand up to the 


continued virtually in leaps 
and bound 

Uruguay triumphed at the 
world championship in 1950, 
though Brazil was superior in 
playing. 

But the Uruguayans had 
developed a new technique 
which was related to the ‘‘Rie- 
gel" and this is how they made 
their sensational victory 
against Brazil in Rio. 

At the 1954 world 
championship in Berne, an un- 
surpassed series of victories 
came to an end; that of the 
Hungarians who had stayed 
unbeaten for four years. 


They too had worked out a 
new tactic under the lead- 
ership of their brilliant coach, 
Sebes: both inside forwards 
played at the head (Puskas 
and Kocsis), the centre for- 
ward and key player, Hidegku- 
ti, remained behind. 


This is how Hungary in- 
flicted on the English their 
first defeat on British soil in 
London in 1953 (6:3!). 
Seasiecnatstatetetetetetet, 

However, Herberger, 
Germany’s genial brain of the 
team, saw through this tech- 
nique. Under Fritz Walter’s 
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But here is a comparison 
that is food for thought. 

How different are those 
world celebrities who ruled 
their day in style, tactical 
method and personal appli- 
cation. — here we pick out at 
random some of the most illus- 
trious: the centre forward acr- 
obat with the ball and subtle 
technician, Alfred Schaffer 
(Hungary) or Sindelar, the 
brilliant centre forward of 
Vienna’s wonder team which 
was unequalled in its heyday; 
the Brazilian Ademir, hero of 
the 1950 World Cup, or the two 


. dark-skinned stars from Por- 


tugal and Brazil, Eusebio and 
Leonidas, the most frequently 
named stars of the 1966 and 
1938 World Cups or the best 
players who made Germany 
world champion twice over, 
the masterly, intelligent Fritz 
Walter and Franz Becken- 
bauer who ruled the entire 
field. 


Many experts even place 
them all on the level of Pele 
and di Stefano. Their names 
are pronounced by every child. 

Pele may have been the 
most famous football player of 
all times. 


The Argentina-born di Ste- 
fano was raised above medio- 
crity by his splendidly con- 
trolled art of constantly swing- 
ing between attack and shoot- 
ing at goal while remaining in 
good condition, and his mas- 
terfully controlled inter- 
vention in operations of mid- 
field and defence. 

Di Stefano could prevent a 
goal in his own penalty area 
and score a goal himself into 
the opponents goal with the 
next move. 

None of the top players of 
the twenties for instance, 
could have been physically fit 
for this. 

Incidentally, this example of 
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putting are achieved than 50 
and even 40 or 30 years ago. 

The figures reveal unmista- 
kable, for many certainly 
amazing proof of this. And 
people say that football was 
played better in the old days? 
The reels of the documentary 
film ‘100 Years of Football’’ 
deny it. 

The great team, Arsenal 
London of the twenties and 
thirties or the incredible team 
from Vienna of 1928/34, the 
Hungarian team of 1950/55 or 
Germany’s Breslau-Eleven of 
1937, the famous, ancient club 
teams of Rapid and Austria 
Vienna, Sparta and Slavia Pra- 
gue, MTK Budapest, Juventus 
Turin, 1FC Nurenberg, 
Schalke 04, would undoubtedly 
lose even against second-class 
teams of today- 

The overhead kick (or scis- 
sor kick) got its title 50 years 
ago: ‘‘Caligaris’ hit’’. Because 
the Italian Caligaris revealed 
this technical sensation of 
those days, the mid-twenties, 
for the first time on the conti- 
nent. Today any slightly gifted 
young player can do this any- 
where in the world.

The well-known vaudeville 
juggler of those days, Rastelli, 
an Italian, also included artis- 
tic performances in football in 
his programme and won ap- 
plause each time he demon- 
strated how long one can keep 
a football up in the air with 
one’s foot without its touching 
the ground. Today this even 
belongs to the elements of 
football technique in schools. 

Were the football stars of 
thé twenties and thirties not 
elite? Let me pick out just a 
few names from the vast 
circle of world class players: 
the British David Jack, James 
Gallacher, Bastin Hapgood, 
the Brazilian Leonides, the 
Uruguyayan Andrade, the Spa- 
niard Samitier, the Belgian 
Braine, the Frenchman Aston, 
the Norwegians Juve and 
Brustad, the Swede Grahn, the 
Czechs Kadja and Jejedly, the 
Swiss Vernati and the brothers 
Abeggien, the Germans Kalb, 
Richard Hoffmann, the 
“pairs’’ Kupfer/Kitzinger and 
Szepan/Kuzorra, Lehner/

Andrade, played the European 
elite into the ground in Europe 
— in Paris and Amsterdam. 

4. The new upswing i.e. in 
physical condition and football 
tactics in the fifites and into 
the seventies. 

5. Today’s football i.e. the 
period since the end of the six- 
ties. 

It is tempting to compare 
among each other the big play- 
ers, the famous teams, espe- 
cially if one has seen them all 
play with one’s own eyes (like 
the author) for over 50 years. 

Today’s generation can 
hardly imagine how football 
has developed during this 
period since the Ist World 
War. 

As in other sports dis- 
ciplines, football demanded 
more endurance, better phy- 
sical shape, strength, more 
speed in movements and while 
running, from one epoch to an- 
other. 


Even a strong team of 1920 
would be completely exhaust- 
ed after half an hour of 
modern football. 

Merely the greater speed of 
évery modern player would 
soon defeat the old teams. 

And so, today’s playing class 
was reached step by step! 


The team’s tactics, the duty 
of every player — except for 
the yoalkceper — fund- 
amentally changed too. Once 
— since the beginning of the 
century — all the players had 


system arose. Staggered into 
the shape of a ‘‘W”' the for- 
wards were stronger than ever 
and the defence took on the 
shape of an ‘‘M”’. 

Both wings could develop 
themselves more offensively 
and leave their more defensive 
side duties over to the defence 
who attacked towards the out- 
side (3 defence game). 

The rigid, old positioning 
order had been overcome; 
each player got more playing 
room than with the old system 
of 5 forwards, 3 half backs and 
2 full-backs. 

For a long time, only the 
British played with this 
modern system. Match traffic 
between the British and the 
continent was modest in those 
days and limited to rare repre- 
sentative matches. 

Germany's national coach 
of those days, Dr. Otto Nerz, 
studied football in Great Brit- 
ain very carefully. And so it 
was not a coincidence that 
Germany was the first country 
on the European continent to 
surmount the old model and in- 
troduce the WM system. 


At the world championship 

in 1934, Germany surprised 
professional circles. With this 
WM system, it came third in 
the World Cup and surprisingly 
beat the leaders on the conti- 
nent, Austria. 
In spite of the Germans’ 
success, it took a long time for 
the other countries to play the 
“WM"’ system as well. 


The Viennese coach, Rap- 
pan, dared try out an inter- 
esting variation with a tactic 
which became famous as the 
“Swiss Riegel’. 


Rappan who had been a 
national player previously, 
found the ideal types in Swit- 
zerland for this method of 
play. 

The centre haif played in 
attack once more. The high- 
level player Vernati brilliantly 
played this role. 

A forward joined this at- 
tacking centre half in mid- 
field. Both attacking halves re- 
turned to defence, covered the 


Brazil made a triumphant 
appearance in 1958 — with the 
4-2-4 formation which was 
maintained for years, the prin- 
ciple of which still has its dis- 
ciples: 4 defenders, 2 mid- 
fielders and 4 forwards. 

Football had improved once 
again. A rough protrayal of 
how the tactical ‘‘formulae’’ 
constantly changed since the 
fifties and are still changing 
would present quite some en- 
tertainment. Even a game 
with only one forward is no 
longer a rarity. 

Real Madrid which had 
ruled for 10 years, the Hun- 
garians, the Germans, the 
Brazilians created a sensation 
with new tactical methods in 
the fifties as described pre- 
viously. 

The fundamental revolution- 
ary change of the teams' for- 
mations and of the individual 
players entirely dissolved the 
old systems. 

Now a defender can also 
appear in attack. Wings and 
aes play all over the entire 
ield. 


It is said that in future, each 
player will have to feel at ease 
in practically all of the 10 posi- 
tions and be able to control 
each duty. Others feel that the 
future belongs to specialists. 


it is difficult to make acom- 
parison between players of the 
twenties and of today. 


Moreover, the -British who 
were leading in football until 
the 2nd World War, isolated 
themselves from world foot- 
ball until the World War. Only 
a few of today’s experts were 
given the opportunity, like I 
was to see the British stars of 
former days in action. 


How can one compare a de- 
fender of yore like Minelli 
(Switzerland), Djalma Santos 
(Brazii), Quincoces (Spain), 
Zenisek (Czechoslovakia), Na- 
sazzi (Uruguay), Janes 
(Germany), Hapgood (Eng- 
land), Sesta (Austria) with a 
defender on today’s gala 
teams? Their duties differ too 
much. 

Moreover, it is often typical 


oped tactical order and tech- 
nique. 

The subject of goalkeepers 
is a different story! 

Of course, a goalkeeper 
training nowadays demands 
far more practice than 30 or 40 
years ago. However, neither 
technique nor tactics have 
changed notably for decades. 

Strict physical condition 
speed and endurance are not 
as indispensable for a goalkee- 
per as they are for a field play- 


er. 

A goalkeeper of 1920 or 1930 
could still last out for 90 
minutes nowadays even with 
his saves of yore. 

Anyone who saw the big 
stars in goals play in the 
period of the twenties or 
thirties must concede that 
they tower above today’s me- 
diocrity. 

Whoever recalls the star 
performances of the old world- 
renowned players of that time 
like Zamora (Spain), Planicka 
(Czechoslovakia), Hiden 
(Austria), Stuhlfauth (Germa- 
ny) can well imagine that they 
would still stand out today 
even with their condition of 
yore. 

The best goalies of the 
period after the war like the 
Russian, Yashin or the Briton, 
Banks would find it difficult to 
hold their own against the 
competitors of that time. 

Of course, on the average 
present-day goalkeepers are 
better than their colleagues of 
past times. 

Experts are concerned with 
one more problem regarding 
whether football was played 
better earlier on: How come 
— this was evident already at 
the "74 and '78 World Cups — 
that there are really fewer so- 
loists of world fame today than 
once upon a time? 

The answer is not difficult: 
the big teams are more bal- 
anced today, the average level 
of the teams is higher than in 
former times. 

It is more difficulf for big 
players, the so-called player 
personalities, to stand out as 
solos than personalities of 
former times when average 
teams did not consist of eleven 
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the stars of our times, though 
with high-level football artist- 
ry of today’s calibre. 
However, many of them 
would be changed. For in- 
stance, Schaffer and Kalb, two 
giants of the twenties, could 
not drag around a potbelly. 
They would be just as trained 


half backs and both the full- 
backs too. 


If, for instance, an inside 
left ran over to the right side 
or a wing-hali penetrated too 
far into the forward areas, this 
was often considered to be

middle. The Swiss also had a 
world class player, Minelli, 
available for this defence 
tactic as well as four forwards 
of equally over-average quali- 
ty as Bickel and Abegglen. 
After the second World War, 
development as well as 
capability and performance 


in the fifties or Schnellinger 
(Germany) in the sixties ex- 
pertly introduced the art of 
penetrating as a defender into 
the winger’s position also. 
Only one thing is certain: 
today’s stars play better, 
much better than their famous 
predecessors of distant times. 


The limits of the art of foot- 
bali — technical as well as tac- 
tical — are far from being 
reached. And the rivalry of big 
players is becoming more and 
more embittered and showing 
off is more and more difficult.
